Baking Powder Breads 
and Buns. 


A quick ‘and saving way to make 
baking powder biscuits is to sift the 
flour on the board rather than in a 
bowl, and into it chop or rub the short- 
ening used. The baking powder and 
salt may be sifted with the flour, and 
then when the shortening is worked in 
make a crater in the mass, pour in the 
wet as much as you can, stir in, then 
handle quickly with a light kneading 
into a ball? Sprinkle this with flour, 
roll out, cut out shapes, and make 
them in a hot even for fifteen minutes. 
The formula is: Two cups bread flour, 
two to four teaspoons baking powder 
according to brand, one to four table- 
roses of shortening, a teaspoon salt, 

@ teaspoon of sugar if you choose, 
about two-thirds of a cup of milk. 

Any one who can make these bis- 
cuits can make a baking powder bun. 

Sift. into the bowl two cups of bread 
flour, three tablespoons of sugar, one 
teaspoon salt, and two teaspoons of 
baking powder. Add spices and cur- 
rants to the flour and mix well before 
adding the liquid for the wet mixing. 
If you have dried orange peel, two 
tablespoons of it after it is crushed will 
flavor the buns acceptably. Prepare 
one-fourth cup of currants also and 
mix with the flour, and use other 


spices if you choose. 


One egg, with a quarter saved out 
to brush the buns before they are 
baked, is sufficient. Beat up this three- 
fourths of an egg and add to it one- 
half cup sweet milk. Pour into a well 
made in the dry ingredients ‘and stir 


}in, and cut into this dough three table- 


spoons of barely melted butter and 
knead the dough finally, mostly with 
a spoon, but enough to make it com- 
pact enough to roll out well. 

Roll out, cut out pieces with a-bis- 
cuit cutter, put in the pan, and brush 
with egg or just saved out egg white, 
and garnish with kook sugar or little 
candies. 

Bake in a hot oven twelve to fifteen 
minutes. The candy on such buns has 
something to do with their nice bak- 
ing. It gets much hotter than the 
wet dough.
